CONFESSES MURDER 
AFTER SIX YEARS 


Illinois Man Says That in 1904 
he Pushed his Wife Into the 
Niagara Falls, 


Antioch, HL April 23.—Foster John- 
‘son appeared voluntarily before Jus- 
tice of the Peace Jones yesterday and 
confessed that six years ago he threw 
his wife over Niagara Falls. 

He said he wanted to be taken back 
for trial, that he feared remorse would 
drive him to suicide. He had escaped 
suspicion in connection with ‘the 
crime, the coroner’s jury having: re- 
turned a verdict of suicide ‘after ‘the

During the fiscal year 
ending 3rst of March, 208,794 immi- 
grants arrived in Canada, an increase 
of $2 per cent. Of 288,704 immigrants

Yor the previous fiscal year 1908 and 
19009, 146,908 came to Canada, 59,832 
from the United States and 87,086 by 
ocean ports.

FIXING OTHER'S CONDUCT 


Peaceful - Citizens, he Said, Could Not 
Walk Abroad Without Being Inter- 
fered With. 


Ottawa, April 23—In the upper 
house yesterday Senator Wilson movy- 
ed the second reading of the bill to 
amend the criminal code, or in other 
words, Miller’s anti-gambling bill. 

Senator Davis said he would like to 
have some points of this measure ex- 
piiined. He noticed that places of 
less than 5,000 ‘population are not to 
be allowéd the same privileges in con- 
nection with horse racing which were 
given to places of 15,000 or more. He 
would like to know if this bill would 
stop the annual races which were held 
in connection with the exhibition at 
Prince Albert. Me said this bill was 
reported to have already entailed an 
expenditure of over forty thousand 
dollars. That such an amount had to 
Le expended to advance a bill to com- 
promise the point was in itself a seri- 
ous criticism of the character of the 
legislation. 

This was a sample of the bills which 
are becoming more numerous each 
year, which were strenuously promot- 
ed by a class of people who wanted 
to regulate the conduct of other peo- 
ple. It} was an excellent specimen of 
that class of legislation which was 
designed to send people to heaven by 
means of the criminal code, a method 


which Senator Davis could not en- 
dorse. 
There were so many laws of this 


sort in existence now that a peace- 
ful citizens could not walk abroad for 
three days or three hours without 
having made himself liable to be inter- 
fered with. It was time to iput an 
end to this sort of legislation, Sen- 
ator Davis wanted cities of 5,000 peo- 
ple given all rights which are given 
to cities of 15,000 people. Senator 
McHugh said that in the committee 
stage he would like some legislation 
given of apparent discrimination ‘be- 
ween running and trotting races. Run- 
ning meets were allowed to continue 
ior seven days, while trotting meets 
were restricted to three days. The 
bill was read a second time.

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NEW BOOM CAMP 
AT SALMON RIVER 


A Thousand Lots Staked by Squat- 
ters and Claim Jumping is the 
Popular Sport. 
= OETA, 

Stewart, B.C., April 23.—An Alaska 
boom camp which is already creating 
tremendous excitement has sprung up 
at the mouth of the Salmon river, 
about two miles from Stewart on the 
Alaska side of the boundary line. 
About 1,000 lots have been staked by 
squatters, and there promises to be 
a merryswar over claim-jumping. 

There is no official government sur- 
vey, but in order to prevent confusicn 
the squatters have organized a_ sort 
of vigilance committee to band _ to- 
gether and stand off squatters who try 
to jump the claims of the original 
settlers. Ryus and sBarber, surveyors 
of Ketchikan, have been engaged to 
lay out the townsite. The Vigilant, 
a boat belonging to the Ketchikan 
Power company, brought a pile-driver 
and this is now at work driving piles 
in the tide flats on which the town 
is located. The squatters are working 
day and night building such rude ab- 
odes as they think will hold ood as 
their title to their lots. 

The first staking done was by a 
crowd from Ketchikan. The news of 
what was transpiring soon reached 
Stewart and about one hundred people 
went immediately to the scene and 
staked lots, so that within a few hours 
the length and breadth of the Salmon 


river flats was bristling witlr siakes 
like ‘the back of a porcupine. 
At a subsequent mecting of the 


squatters the embryo city was named 
Portland City and the squatters broke 
champagne on their stakes at the 
christening.

PARTIALITY F OR ENGLISHMEN 


His Honor the Litt Governor Said 
That all Nationalities Were Welcome 
But English Especially. 


The annual banquet of the St. 
George’s Society of Edmonton wus 
held last night in the King Edward 
Motel, when his honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor, his worship the (Mayor, 
Lieut.-Colonel Edwards, Col, Belcher, 
and many other prominent people 
were present. After an excellent sup- 
per, during which. the orchestra iplay- 
cd some pleasant selections, the presi- 
dent of the society proposed “The 
King,” and tendered a cordial wel- 
come to the Lieut.-Goyernor, who hon- 
ored the society with his presence. 
Mr. James Henderson, in proposing 
“The Empire,” said that it was ia dit- 
ting to toast .he greatest 
Iimpire the world has ever known, an 
empire which he hoped would always 
be united by a bond of commercial 
union and sentiment. We ‘have every 
reason to be proud, he said, of those 
who are holding the reins of the Em- 
pire, and wherever we see the British 
flag flying we may be sure that we 
will find prosperity and freedom. 

His shonor the Licut.-Governor, in 
replying, congratulated the chairman 
on the success of the entertainment. 
It was no surprise to him to see such 
grand enthusiasm amongst the men 
who belonged to the greatest Empire, 
and although all nationalities come 
to Canada, the had just a little partial- 
ity for the Englishman. The Em- 
pire, he said, had not yet reached its 
zenith and he did not believe there 
would ever come a day when the sun 
should set on the British Empire. 
Differences might arise amongst the 
colonies, but should there ever come 
a time when England had need of 
them, there would be such a com- 
bined support of the Motherland as 
has never before heen attained, and 
the men who were helping to build up 
this support are the Englishmen who 
make their homes and take up their 
life’s work in this country. 

In replying to the “City of Ed- 
monton” the Mayor said that thirty 
years ago Edmonton was but a trad- 
ing post and now t he population ex- 
ceeds 25,000. The city, he said, was 
situated in the centre of one of the 
richest provinces of Canada, and the

possibilities ahead of it were dm- 
mense, 
In proposing the “Army and Navy” 


Mr. Harold Brunton touched on the 
subject of how well the Canadian re- 
giments had done in South ‘Africa.

HOW GIN SIN WAS REFORMED

New York, April 23—The British 
freight steamship Seneca, from the 
Far East, picked up at Singapore a 
force of about twenty-five Chinese 
stokers, including Gin Sing, humorisi, 
originally of Canton.

He struck 
out strongly to the ship, before her 
headway was checked, left him several 
lengths astern. The Seneca went to 
windward of him and lowered a bozt 
in charge of Second Officer McIntosh 
and six men. 

Third Officer Hayward saw the 
smile reappear on the face of Gin Sing 
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when the boat headed towards him. 
He was rather weak when che was 
hauled abroad to go up to the top 
of the sea ladder, He kowtowed with 
overpowering humility-to Capt Grimes 
murmuring many tinies “*Scuse me,” 
and went to the forecastle. ‘The chief 
engineer gave him a draught of Irish 
brandy, which added ‘dustre to his 
smnile, and he was told that he would 
not be treated’ medically. He kowtow- 
ed his thanks. 

The chief engineer suspected that ‘he 
would ibe able to get more work, al- 
though less smile, from the stoke- 
hold workers if the> Orienth! blind 
tiger were raided and Gin Sing were 
no Jonger able to pipe all hands to the 
samshu. With the consent of the skip- 
per the chief engineer and some of the 
other officers overhauled ‘the forecas- 
tle and found ten gallons or more of 
liquor—Irish, English, Scotch, and 
American, and just common samshu.

PRUNES ARE 


NOT PASTRY 


Important Ruling by Supreme Court 


of New York State. 


MYLONOPOULOS VS COBATOS 


Should This Favorite Edmonton wish be 


Placed Among Desserts or Among 
the Vegetables. 


‘New York, April 23—Prunes are 
prunes,” and not pastry, according to 
a ruling made in the appellate term 
of the supreme court when Judges 
Seabury, Lehman and Gavegan, sts- 
tained a ruling made by Pudge Lauer, 
of the municipal court, in the case of 
John Mylonapoulos and John Cobatos, 
who became involved in a foodstuff 
controversy in conducting a restaur- 
ant. : 

In his complaint Mylonopoulos set 
forth that Cobatos leased him the 
front part of his store with the sole 
right to sell in the place Turkish cof- 
fee, cigars, cigarettes and “pastry of 
all kinds.” In viokition of the 
tract, Mylonopoulos declared, Cobatos 
began to sell copious quantities of 
prunes and rice puddings. They got in- 
to an argument and = Mylonopoulos 
wanted to know, “What is a prune, 
then?” 

Cobatos admitted that he was poor 
at guessing riddles and didn’t mean to 
take any chances on snap judgment, 
However, he declared: 

“A prune is not a pastry and the 
Chinese use rice pudding in the same 
place and time as we use meat. If 
you want to know what a pastry is 
look an apple dumpling in the face. 
You never heard of prunes being lead 
into the arena of a good dinner under 
the alias of pastry, did you?” 

“Cobatos, that’s just it. You must 
remember that I was a ‘blase, bolting 
boarder for years. You never had a 
closed when prunes are not 
pastry.” 

Thus they argued, Each succeeding 
day-rent them further asunder. ‘The 
policeman on the beat was called in. 
The two men went to law. Mylono- 
powlos prayed for. damages to the 
amount of $500. Judge Lauer, who 
first heard the case in the municipal 
court, promptly held that prunes were 
nota pastry after the manner born. 
He put the rice pudding question up

to the jury.that heard the case. They 


deliberated and returned a verdict tor 
the plaintiff for S1or damages, 

Counsel for Cobatos appealed from 
this judgment. Claude W. Gibson, 
who appeared for him, quoted liberal- 
ly before the-bar of the appellate 
term not from Blackstone, but from 
Webster, Century and the Standard 
dictionaries. The definitions which 
presumably carried the mest weight 
were these: |, 

“Pastry: Viands made of. paste 
(hence not a prune shaken from the 
plum tree) or of which paste contsi- 
tuted a principal ingredient: particu- 
larly the crust or cover of a pie, tart 
or the like.ga. 

“Paste: \ soft composition of sub- 
stance 2s flour moistened with water 
or milk and kneaded.” (ie. rice pud- 
ding.) 

The final verdict, it is believed, will 
havea far-reaching effect and cause 
many inmates of table board resorts 
to insist upon the prune entry being 
scratched from the last position on 
the menu card and being moved up in 
the vegetable division. However, when 
not served in their nude form and 
when they are tastefully attired with 
a white chiffe:. cream boa around 
their necks.it is thought they will pass 
muster and be given the coveted posi- 
tion near the apollinaris water.

PEOPLE FRIGHTENED 
BY HALLEY’S COMET 


One Man Saw the Moon Rise 
and Was Thrown Into a 


“Panic, 

Williams Bay, Wis. April 23—Alarm 
at the approaching immersion of the 
earth in the comet’s tail is shown by 
the daily deluge of letters received by 
the scientists at Yerkes Observatory. 
Prof. Barnard said: 

Some of these Ietters show the writ- 
ers to be really terrified at the pros- 
pect. Most of the letters show com- 
plete ignorance as to what a comet 
really is. One writer saw the moon 
rise last week and was thrown inte 
a panic. 

As a matter of fact, no one can say 
exactly what the effect will be. ‘he 
jogical supposition is that the gas of 
the comet's tail is so attenuated that 
the earth’s envelope of atmosphere 
will pass through it like a ball without 
being penetrated by it. 

We are doing our tbest to allay the 
torre ss of all who apply to us, fos it is 
true that a great many people are on 
the point of losing their reason over 
the prospect. The matter in that re- 
spect has a serious aspect. 

The passage will begin about $ 
o'clock on the evning of (May 18, and 
will take twenty-four hours, supposing 
that the tail of the comet is nearly fif- 
teen million miles. thick. 

Computations show that the earth 
passed through the tail of the comet 
of 1861 without any one being aware 
of iv until the fact was established 
years after by astronomers figuring 
out the astral body's wanderings. ‘This 
is the most solid fact we have to go 
on and ‘it is certainly reassuring.
